SHARPS CONDITION 
CRITICAL 


No Trace Fcund of Burglar, 
Who 


Wore Army Overcoat, Was Short 


And of Slight Build 


Luther C. Sharp, city councilman, 
and owner of a meat »hop, is in 
a 
critical condition today at the Dr. 
Sexton hospital, suffering with a gun- 
-diot wound in his abdomen inflicted 
Saturday night about ten o'clock, 
when a lone bandit attempted to hold 
him up at The meat shop, 713 Wo-t 
Second street. 


The s h o t, wliieh is believed to have 
1 een iired from a .43 calibre revolver 
struck Mr. Sharp iu the le ft side, 
below tin* ribs and imbedded itself 
in the deshy part of the skin 
near 


th e back. No attempt to remove the 


sh o t was made today. 


An artery was severed, which was 
causing internal hemorrhages, and 
wliieh made the condition of 
Mr. 
Sharp more serious. A serum treat­ 
ment was begun immediately to pre­ 
vent any ill effect that might arise 
and especially to prevent peritonitis 
which is dreaded by the physicians. 


The bandit escaped, and no 
trace 
was found of him by officers who in­ 
vestigated. According to tin* descrip­ 
tion of the bandit, he was short, not 
very heavy, and was wearing an army 
overcoat, with a cloth over his face. 


Mr. Sharp, who resides two blocks 
from his store, at 624 West 
f irst 
street, was preparing to close 
up 
shop and go home. He was cheeking 
up the cash register, and had 
the 
money on the counter near the reg­ 
ister, when the bandit entered. 


The other employes of the 
store 
had gone home, leaving Mr. 
Sharp 
alone. The bandit advanced to where 
Sharp was standing ami 
demanded 
that la* throw up his hands, and turn 
the money over to him. 


Mr. Sharp began to talk to 
bandit, and at the same time 
vaiiced toward him. Before 
i 
could grab him. a shot was 
which w« nt into the lloor, neai 
loot and when Sharp made an 
grab, the bandit fired auain.

share the benefits of governmental 
economies,

burden.

Specifically, the executive askcvl 
for appropriations, of $3,018 ,0G9,940, 
Hu* 
difference between 
appropria­ 
tions and expenditures 
being due 
to the fact 
that 
congress makes 
mnie appropriations 
which 
carry 
>ver from year to year. 
A surplus of $395,68 1,034 in the 
government’s 
financial 
operations 
for the next iis«-al year was estimat­ 
'd, as compared with an estimated 
surplus 
of 
$329,(»39,624 tlfis year 
and an actual surplus of $309,657,- 
460 in the fiscal year which ended 
June 30, 
1923. 
These 
figures, Mr. Co«»lidge told 
"ongress, “ certainly justify the view’ 
that we can stand a 
reduction in 
our ordinary return and still achieve 
i balanced budget.” 
The total receipts of the govern­ 
ment during tin* next 
fiscal

were estimated at $3,693.7 62,07 8 , as

Luther C. Sharp, city councilman, 


and owner of a meat shop, is in a 
i-ritical condition today at the Dr. 
Sexton hospital, suffering with a gun- 
slio! wound in his abdomen inflicted 
Saturday night about ten o'clock, 
when a lone bandit attempted to hold 
him up at the meat shop, 715 West 
Second street.
